EXPORT TO THE USSR OF SIGNAL AND TELEPHONE CABLES

TO EQUIP 4 RAILWAY LINE Z;ZLJ

The German Delegation wish to confirm the statement made during
the meeting of the 4th March to the effect that the German autiorities have
received a request to supply 1,200 km. of signal and telephone cables for
the purpose of equipping s railway line in the U3SR. 4According to the
information available, the line in question is the lioscow-Vladivestock line.
The cables contain 28 pairs of conductors, the diameter of the conductor
being either 1.2 mm. when paper insulated, or 1.05 mm. whcn insulated with
styroflex. The cables arc wound with two laycrs of steel strip, 0.8 mm.
in thickness, and shcathed with aluminium. The conductors will be used as
follows:

6 pairs for railway signalling purposcs
16 pairs for short-distance teclephony
6 pairs for mcdium-distance telephony

In addition to the cables, thegorder inecludes the supply ofg wmasln

s fer—cotts: Those charged coils will be used for the 16 pairs
of conductors mentioncd sbove. They are inductor coils involving a some-
what outmoded system which has becn discarded in Germany and other Western
countrics for some ton years in fevour of more modern freguency bands.

The other technical details appear to be identical with thosec
outlined in the Addondum to the RBelgisn Delegation's Memorandum (cocou
Document No. 3436).
